it would, in the course of time, destroy it 
altogether. Patients who have had this 
disease for a length of time become very 
dull, and oftentimes quite stupid— and all 
this arises from the want of hearing. But 
when treatment has been successfully 
used in such cases there is as much im- 
provement observable in the intelligence 
of the patient as in the oondition of the

Official election returns have been re- 
ceived here from about one-third of tha 
counties in Louisiana. The registration 
in these was 54,135, and the aggregate 
vote polled is 28,6tl. All tbe parishes 
heard trom, except Orleans, polled more 
than one half their registration, while that 
voted 2,260 less than half. The Conven- 
tion was carried by an excess of from 
5, <100 to 8.000. Nine-tenths of the votes 
cast were for a convention. 

Formal charges ha^e been filed in the 
Postofiice Department against Wells, Far- 
go, & Co. for gross neglect in the trans- 
mission of the mails on the overland 
routes to California and the Territories. 
Included with the charges are affidavits 
containing statements that the United 
States mail bags arc frequently thrown 
out. when the trains arc heavily loaded, 
and left to rot on the prairies, or to be de- 
spoiled by tbe Indians. Correspondence 
has also reached here that the same com- 
pany have otherwise avoided its contracts 
with the Government 

An attempt is being made by a certain 
class of citizens of Marylaud to get E. M. 
Gregory, Superintendent of the FreeJ- 
nien’s Bureau in that State, mustered out 
of service. General Howard opposes the 
scheme, and obtained an interview with 
the President to-day regarding the matter. 
The latter is said to faTor the movement 

The stories that Chief Justice Chase 
has denounced Gen. Sickles's administra- 
tion in the Carolinas are unfounded The 
Cbiet Justice differs from Gen. Sickles as 
to the propriety of Order No. 10, but says 
had his advice been taken and followed, 
Gen Sickles would have been retained in 
command, lie regards tbe present ad- 
ministration of the Carolinas as just, able, 
and apt to conduce to early restoration on 
tbe plan proposed by Congress.

immediately to their respective spheres of 
duty as may in their es'imation be proper 
for embodiment in the new edition of 
regulations for the army.” 

A movement has been inaugurated by 
prominent members of Congress, it is 
said, which is intended to secure harmony 
between the President and the legislative 
bodies on the pending question ot South- 
ern reconstruction. On learning the 
President's own plans, these Republicans 
propose to coucede their own opinions as 
much as they can in order to meet his 
purposes, and thus secure representation 
for the Southern States by tbe time the 
next Presidential election takes place.

J., 
there is a very interesting relic of lliyue 
I " »ter and the siege of Derry, being the 
I battle sword of Sir Bober. Chambers, who 
I was knighted for his gallantry at the fa- 
I mens siege and battle. The battle of 
I ltoyne Water was fought July 12, 1690, so 
that this trusty weapon is one hundred 
and seventy seven years old. It is a blade 
of exquioite temper, and can be bent dou- 
ble with ease, springing back atoncetoits 
proper form. The edge is deeply nicked 
in several places, perhaps from crossing 
with the weapons of the enemy, or from 
subsequent carelessness. Th» sword has 
been preserved with the utmost care as a 
precious family relic The handle is of 
brass, partly- basket-hilted, and terminated 
with a dragon's head. The ancient leath- 
er scabbard accompanies it. "Faithful 
and fear not," was the motto of this Pro- 
testant knight. This sword, with many 
interesting facts connected with the me 
aiorial times when it shone in the front of 
battle, has been handed down with relig- 
ious care hy his descendants, one of 
whom. Mr. Thcmas J. Carter, of Paterson, 
now has i t in hia possession.
